In the Office action of June 16, 2008 the Examiner rejected the claims 1, 3, 19-36, 

79-83. 88-97. 99-105. 130-135 and 137-142. In this response. Claims 1-105, 134, 

138 and 139 have been cancelled and claims 130, 131, 135, 140 and 141 have 

been amended. Thus, Claims 130-133, 135-137 and 140-142 are pending with 

claim 130 being independent. Claim 130 has been amended to put the claim in a 

better condition for allowance. Support for the amendments to claims 130, 131 and 

135 are found in claims 130, 131 and 135 in the published application at page 2, 

paragraph 0015 and examples 1-6. Support for the amendment to claim 140 is 

found in claims 130, 139 and 140 in the published application at page 6. paragraph 

0045 and examples 9-13. Support for the amendment to claim 141 Is found in the 

published application at page 3, paragraph 0027. No new matter has been added 

with these amendments.
